She  served  as  President  of  the  Oakham  Parent 
Teacher  Organization  and  later  as  Chairman  of  the  Pro-Musica 
Committee  at  Quabbin  Regional  High  School.  She  was  a  member 
of  the  Friends  of  the  Oakham  Library,  the  Worcester  Art 
Museum,  and  also  served  on  many  other  committees,  committed 
to  aiding  school  and  community  functions. 

While  carrying  out  the  above  activities.  Dawn  found  time  to 
work  as  an  LPN,  and  was  employed  at  the  former  Holden 
District  Hospital  for  twenty-five  years.  She  was  an  avid 
gardener  and  many  of  you  will  remember  the  beautiful  flowers 
that  graced  the  hillside  behind  her  home  on  North  Brookfield 
Road.  Gourmet  cooking  was  something  else  she  enjoyed  doing, 
and  many  of  her  guests  can  attest  to  her  accomplishments  in 
the  kitchen.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  1993 


The  Board  of  Selectmen,  together  with  all  the  towns  boards, 
committees  and  officers,  present  their  report  for  the  fiscal 
period  July  1,  1992  to  June  30,  1993. 

This  past  year  has  been  an  active  one  for  everyone  in  town 
government,  including  your  Board  of  Selectmen.  As  the  town 
grows,  and  Department  of  Revenue  requirements  increase, 
conducting  the  town's  business  becomes  more  complex  each 
year . 

In  addition  to  our  routine  duties,  including  approval  of 
weekly  expenditure  of  each  departments,  addressing  the  many 
problems  and  concerns  brought  to  our  attention,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  handled  many  new  tasks  for  the  fiscal  year  1993. 

This  year,  Oakham  continued  to  face  financial  difficulties. 
Employee  layoffs,  in  the  highway  department  and  the 
elementary  school  were  necessary  to  help  cope  with  the 
fianacial  constraints. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  on  November  16,  1992  the  town  voted 
to  transfer  $4,540.00  from  Free  Cash  to  the  Quabbin  Regional 
School  District  Teacher's  Salary  Account.  This  money  was 
added  to  the  money  raised  to  retain  one  teacher. 

Even  though  the  abundant  snow  fall  and  two  major  blizzards  in 
this  year  were  troublesome,  the  costs  of  these  storms  were 
not.  Thanks  to  the  hard  work  of  our  highway  superintendent 
Wesley  Dwelly,  F.E.M.A.  grants  were  applied  for  and  received, 
which  more  than  offset  all  costs  incurred.  Thank  you  Wes. 

Various  appointments  were  made  during  the  year  which  included 
Donna  Couture  to  Town  Accountant /Administrative  Assistant  in 
October  of  1992  after  the  resignation  of  Jean  Joel  in 
September  of  1992.  Pat  Foley  was  appointed  to  Dog  Officer  in 
August  of  1992  after  the  resignation  of  Ron  Dolson  in  August 
of  1992.  Robert  Tyck  was  appointed  to  the  Board  of  Assessors 
in  December  1992  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  that  board. 

Subsequent  to  much  time  and  patients,  the  Board  signed  a 
license  with  United  Cable.  Cable  was  then  offered  to  most 
Oakham  homes  during  the  spring  of  1993. 

Keeping  with  tradition  established  years  ago,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  delivered  gifts  to  the  citizens  of  Oakham  that  are 
seventy-five  (75)  years  of  age  and  older.  This  years  gift 
was  a  fresh  fruit  basket,  which  is  funded  through  the  Alden 
Fund . 
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In  view  of  this  year,  it  was  once  again  a  busy  one,  in 
addition  to  a  rewarding  one.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  would 
like  to  thank  all  the  people,  elected,  appointed  and 
especially  the  many  volunteers  who  give  so  much  of  themselves 
unselfishly  to  enable  the  town  to  continue  to  operate  and 
provide  the  essential  services  to  the  community.  A  special 
thanks  is  offered  to  Michael  Graham  who  volunteer  his  time  to 
paint  the  voting  room  ceiling,  which  was  in  tremendous  need.

Question  #1 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below  on  which  no  vote  was 
taken  by  the  Senate  or  the  House  of  Representatives  before  May 

sixth/  1992? 
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This  proposed  law  would  establish  a  Health  Protection  Fund  to 
pay  for  health  programs  relating  to  tobacco  use/  including 
distribution  of  information  about  tobacco  use/  to  be  financed 
by  a  new  excise  tax  on  cigarettes  and  smokeless  tobacco.  The 
Health  Protection  Fund  would  be  used/  subject  to  appropriation 
by  the  State  Legislature/  to  supplement  existing  funding  for 
the  following  purposes:  school  health  education  programs 
including  information  about  the  hazards  of  tobacco  use:  smoking 
prevention  and  smoking  cessation  programs  in  the  workplace  and 
and  community:  tobacco  related  public  service  advertising:  drug 
education  programs:  support  of  prenatal  and  maternal  care  at 
community  health  centers  which  provide  programs  on  smoking 
cessation  and  information  on  the  harmful  effects  of  smoking:  and 
monitoring  by  the  state  Department  of  Public  Health  of  illness 
and  death  associated  with  tobacco. 

The  proposed  law  would  establish  a  new  excise  tax  of  one  and 
one  quarter  cents  per  cigarette  (twenty-five  cents  per  pack  of  20) 
and  twenty-five  percent  of  the  wholesale  price  of  smokeless 
tobacco.  This  excise  would  be  in  addition  to  the  excise  already 
imposed  on  cigarettes  and  smokeless  tobacco.  The  new  exicse 
would  be  collected  by  the  state  Department  of  Revenue  under  the 
same  procedures  that  apply  to  the  existing  tobacco  excise.

This  proposed  law  would  require  all  packaging  used  in  Massachusetts 

on  or  after  July  1/  1996  to  be  reduced  in  size/  reuseable/  or  made 

of  materials  that  have  been  or  could  be  recycled.  The  proposed  law 

would  provide  for  exemptions  for  health/  safety/  and  other 

reasons  and  would  establish  penalties  for  violations.

Packaging  would  have  to  be  either  reduced  in  size  by  at  least  25% 
every  five  years:  or  designed  to  be  reusable  at  least  five  times/ 
with  at  least  50%  of  such  packaging  actually  being  reused;  or 
recycled  at  a  50%  rate:  or  composed  of  25%  or  more  of  recycled 
materials  (increasing  to  35%  on  July  1/  1999  and  50%  on 
July  1//2002);  or  composed  of  materials  being  recycled  at  an 
annual  rate  or  25% ( increasing  to  35%  in  1999  and  50%  in  2002). 

The  requirements  would  apply  to  any  packaging  or  containers  used 
to  protect/  store/  handle/  transport/  display/  or  sell  products. 

These  requirements  would  not  be  applicable  to  tamper-resistant 
or  tamper-evident  seals:  packaging  for  medication  or  medical 
devices:  packaging  merely  shipped  through  the  state:  packaging 
required  by  federal  or  state  health  or  safety  laws  or  regulations: 
or  flexible  film  packaging  necessary  to  prevent  food  from 
spoiling . 
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The  state  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  could  also 
grant  exemptions  for  packaging  that  represents  an  innovative 
approach  for  which  additional  time  is  needed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  law;  or  packaging  made  of  material  that 
cannot  be  reused  or  recycled,  and  cannot  be  made  of  recycled 
meterial,  but  is  being  composted  at  a  significant  rate;  or 
products  for  which  there  is  no  complying  packaging  and  for 
which  compliance  with  the  law  would  impose  undue  hardship ( other 
than  increased  cost)  on  Massachusetts  residents.  A  person 
applying  for  an  exemption  would  pay  a  fee  to  be  used,  subject 
to  legislative  appropriation,  to  pay  the  cost  of  administering 
the  propsed  law. 


The  Department  would  be  required  to  issue  regulations  to 
carry  out  the  proposed  alw  and  would  be  required  to  investigate 
suspected  violations.

This  proposed  law  would  impose  an  excise  tax  on  oil,  toxic  chemicals, 
and  other  hazardous  substances,  and  would  direct  that  the  money 
raised,  along  with  fees  paid  by  hazardous  wast  transporters 
and  specific  revenues  under  other  state  laws,  be  deposited  in  the 
state  Environmental  Challenge  Fund.  Money  in  the  Fund  would  be 
used,  subject  to  legislative  appropriation,  to  assess  and  clean 
up  sites  that  have  been  or  may  be  contaminated  by  oil  or 
hazardous  materials,  amd  to  carry  out  and  enforce  the  excise. 


As  of  July  1,  1993,  the  excise  would  apply  persons, 
and  other  entities  possessing  50,000  pounds  or  more  of 
toxic  chemicals  covered  by  the  proposed  law.

If  that 
person  or  business  had  not  paid  the  excise  a  later  possessor  could 
be  required  to  pay  the  excise  and  could  recover  a  coresponding 
amount  from  the  first  possessor.  The  proposed  law  would  provide 
credits  for  excises  paid  on  materials  that  become  ingredients 
in  the  manufacture  of  other  materials  subject  to  the  tax/  and  it 
would  provide  credits  for  similar  excises  or  taxes  paid  to 
other  states. 


Persons  possessing  more  that  25/000  pounds  of  materials 
to  the  excise  in  any  six  month  period  would  be  required 
obtain  a  lisense  from  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue.

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  as  ambulance  director  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1993. 

During  1993,  Oakham  Ambulance  professionals  responded  to  79  calls  of  which  were...

51  Routine  transport,chest  pain,  medical,  difficulty 

breathing,  etc. 

7  Transported  with  advanced  life  support  on  board

4  Air  transported  via  New  England  Life  Flight  #  1  or  2 

4  Oakham  Fire  Department  stand-by 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  ambulance  responds  to  numerous  incidents  in  which  no 
service  is  required.  These  include  automobile  accidents,  fires  (vehicle  and  structure), 
mutual  aid  to  other  towns  and  numerous  community  service  projects. 

Oakham  Ambulance  professionals  wish  to  continue  to  be  community  oriented  and 
sensitive  to  our  towns  peoples  needs.  At  this  time,  we  would  very  much  like  to  impress 
upon  the  towns  people  that  our  dedication  is  to  the  people  of  this  town,  and  that  all 
citizens  get  prompt  courteous  service  regardless  of  their  race  or  economic  stature. 
Whenever  possible  we  are  always  willing  to  lend  assistance. 

Members  of  the  Oakham  Ambulance  are  constantly  up-grading  their  skills  by  attending 
continuing  education  classes,  a  minimum  of  6-8  hours  every  month.  They  also  critique 
or  de-brief  each  call  twice  monthly  for  purposes  of  quality  assurance.  All  active 
members  are  Defibrillator  certified  and  continue  to  attend  quarterly  up  dates  and  in  - 
service  training  as  required  by  law.  Recently,  active  members  have  also  become 
certified  in  the  use  of  Epinephrine  auto  injectors  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
immediate  care  for  those  who  may  have  allergic  reactions. 

For  the  past  several  months  ambulance  professionals  have  driven  every  street  of  the 
town  for  the  purpose  of  updating  the  town  street  Index  with  any  changes  or  additions. 
This  newly  revised  edition  will  be  available  to  all  in  early  March  at  the  entrance  of  the 
town  hall. 

In  addition  to  our  annual  budget,  the  ambulance  has  received  considerable  support 
due  to  private  donations.  It  is  estimated  that  In  the  past  year  the  ambulance  has 
received  over  500  dollars  in  cash  donations  and  3,500  dollars  in  education  services. 
With  out  this  generosity  our  towns  people  would  not  be  able  to  receive  the  dedicated  , 
state  of  the  art,  professional  service  we  have  all  come  to  know  and  expect  from  our 
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EMS  friends.  I  wish  to  extend  a  deep  and  heartfelt  thank-you  to  all  who  have 
supported  us  both  financially  and  personally  for  we  could  not  have  made  it  without 
you. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  other  town  departments  for  all  the  help  they  have 
extended  to  me  and  the  other  members  of  this  department. 

To  the  EMTs  and  their  families...  I  express  my  most  sincere  gratitude  for  your 
continued  support,  daily  sacrifices, exceptional  service  and  dedication  to  the  town  of 
Oakham.

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DOG  OFFICER  REPORT 


As  you  know,  the  incidence  of  Rabies  continues  to  rise  in 
Massachusetts.  The  state  has  revised  the  guidelines  that 
determine  whether  or  not  your  pet  is  considered  protected  from 
this  disease.  This  revision  states  that  your  pet  is  considered 
un-vacc inated  unless  it  has,  at  one  point  in  its  life,  received 
two  Rabies  vaccinations  within  9  to  12  months  of  each  other.  We 
urge  you  to  contact  your  Veterinarian  to  review  your  dogs  and 
cats  history.  To  date,  we  have  not  had  a  case  of  Rabies.  It  has 
however  been  predicted  that  1994  will  be  worse  than  1993.  Please 
continue  to  take  precautions. 

Last  year  we  promised  that  dog  licensing  would  be  more 
aggressively  enforced  as  part  of  the  Towns  effort  to  encourage 
owners  to  vaccinate  against  Rabies.  The  number  of  licenses 
increased  from  152  in  1992  to  over  300  in  1993.  Now  if  we  could 
only  figure  out  a  way  to  get  owners  to  actually  attach  the  tags 
to  the  dogs  collar!  Please  purchase  your  1994  licenses  before 
Apr i 1  1 ,  1994 . 

This  Spring  we  will  be  scheduling  a  work  day(s)  to  build  a  badly 
needed  Town  Kennel.  Funds  for  this  project  have  been  slowly 
accumulating  from  a  small  portion  of  license  fees.  We  need  your 
help!  We  need  volunteers  to  help  with  the  design  and  construction 
of  the  facility  so  that  our  limited  funds  can  be  dedicated  to  the 
purchase  of  materials.  Anyone  interested  in  donating  time,

Maintenance  of  all  public  roads  and  mowing  of  lawns  using  Town  funds  was 
carried  on  in  the  usual  manner.  The  work  consisted  mainly  of  bituminous 
patching,  spot  graveling,  drainage,  scraping,  grading,  sweeping,  road  side  mowing 
and  line  striping. 

Chapter  133,  a  State  Grant,  was  used  to  pave  Rutland  Road  with  bituminous 
concrete  along  with  the  installation  of  2000  feet  of  sub-drains.  Also,  the 
following  items  of  additional  work  were  carried  out  using  Chapter  33  State  Funds.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 

The  Board  of  Health  continued  business  as  ususal  regarding  the 
issuing  of  permits  for  wells,  repair  of  existing  septic  systems, 
installation  of  systems  for  new  construction,  food  service,  and 
campground  facilities. 

As  of  June  1,  Fred  Carey  has  been  serving  as  BOH  agent,  reviewing 
septic  system  designs,  witnessing  soils  testing,  performing 
inspections  on  system  installations,  and  "as-built"  plan  reviews. 

After  a  very  long  process,  D.E.P.  has  approved  the  final  plan  for 
the  capping  of  the  town  landfill  on  South  Road.  The  construction 
cost  for  this  work  is  estimated  at  approximately  $300,000.  At  the 
Town  Meeting  in  November,  money  was  transfered  from  the  "landfill 
capping  account"  leaving  this  account  nearly  empty. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  Animal  Inspector  and  the  Chief  of 
Police,  the  BOH  has  developed  and  implemented  a  Rabies  Control 
Plan.  This  plan  outlines  procedures  to  be  followed  by  the  BOH, 

Animal  Inspector  and  Police  Department  should  a  call  be  recieved 
regarding  an  animal  with  suspicous  behavior  or  a  biting  incident. 

The  outbreak  of  rabies  has  now  spread  to  Include  all  the  towns 
surrounding  Oakham.  Although  no  confirmed  cases  have  been  document¬ 
ed  within  the  town,  we  assume  that  it  is  here.  Unfortunately,  many 
raccoons  have  been  killed  by  residents  and  then  reported  to  the 
Animal  Inspector  afterwards.  This  does  not  allow  the  Animal  Inspect¬ 
or  to  view  the  animal ^s  behavior  and  determine  if  rabies  testing 
is  warranted. 

We  urge  residents  to  please  report  suspicous  animals,  wild  or  dom¬ 
estic,  to  the  Animal  Inspector  immediately.  He  can  be  reached  by 
calling  the  Town  Dispatcher.  Parents,  please  continue  to  remind 
your  children  to  steer  clear  of  wild  animals  and  unfamiliar  dogs 
and  cats. 

Our  meetings  are  bi-monthly,  the  first  and  third  Mondays  of  the 
month.  Please  call  any  members  of  board  for  information.

The  Fobes  Memorial  Library,  our  beautiful  stone  landmark  in  the  center  of  town, 
continues  to  be  an  important  yet  unintimidating  source  of  reading  pleasure, 
references,  children's  and  classical  video  entertainment  and  social  activity  in 
our  growing  town  as  evidenced  by  the  number  of  library  cards  given  out  to  all 
ages. 

There  is  something  for  everyone  or  just  a  place  to  meet  other  townfolk  and 
catch  up  on  news  or  just  browse.  Along  with  our  book,  magazine,  and  tape 
collections  which  continue  to  grow  because  of  Mass.  State  Library  grants, 
donations,  and  income  from  the  Thrift  Shop;  we  also  have  a  copy  machine  in  our 
Historical  Room.  As  you  make  your  copies,  take  time  to  see  on  display  many 
historical  artifacts  of  Oakham.  If  your  curiosity  is  further  piqued,  you  mi^t 
be  interested  in  the  copies  of  the  Oakham  town  history  and  the  families;  and  you 
may  even  be  lucky  enough  to  talk  personally  with  a  lifelong  town  resident  as  the 
Oakham  Historical  Society  also  meets  here.

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REPORT  OF  PARKS  AND  RECREATION  COMMITTEE 
FISCAL  YEAR  1993 


Once  again  our  committee  was  kept  busy  planning  and  carrying  out  activities 
for  the  residents  of  Oakham. 

The  new  fiscal  year  started  out  with  swimming  lessons  at  the  Barre-Hiller 
Airport  pool  and  water  safety  and  lifeguard  training  at  Betty  Valardi's 
home  both  under  the  direction  of  Lisa  Valardi. 

In  July,  31  children  and  9  adults  traveled  to  Mt.  Tom  Ski  Area  in  Holyoke 
for  a  full  day  of  water  and  alpine  slides  and  lunch  by  the  pool.

We  are  pleased  to  submit  this  report  of  the  Oakham  Planning  Board  for  1993,  the 
36th  report  since  the  Board  was  established  by  the  voters  in  1958.  Regularly 
scheduled  meetings  are  currently  held  on  the  third  Monday  of  each  month. 


Fee  Schedule 

The  costs  associated  with  plan  submissions  typically  include  public  postings,  legal 
advertisements,  mailings,  hearings;  and  reviews  by  engineers.  Central  Mass 
R^ional  Planning  Commission,  Town  Counsel,  and  others  as  appropriate  to  the 
filing.  In  order  to  generate  revenue  adequate  to  cover  these  costs,  a  fee  schedule 
has  been  adopted  as  part  of  the  Special  Permit  regulations.  The  Town  Treasurer 
has  established  an  interest-bearing  account. 


ANR  /  "Approval  Not  Required"  Plans 

Four  ANR  subdivision  plans  were  presented  to  the  Board  for  review.  As  each 
submittal  was  found  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  Town's  subdivision  bylaw 
requirements  for  frontage  and  area,  each  plan  was  signed  by  the  Board. 


Special  Permits 

Responding  to  requests  for  Special  Permit  uses  addressed  In  the  Town  Bylaws, 
the  application  and  hearing  process  resulted  in  the  approval  of  four  Special 
Permits. 

One  Special  Permit  application  was  disapproved.  The  applicant  appealed  the 
decision,  and  sued  the  Town. 


Revision  of  the  Town  Bviaws 

Throughout  this  past  year,  the  Planning  Board  has  begun  to  draft  specific  changes 
to  the  Town  Bylaws,  particularly  kennel  and  signage  bylaws,  for  subsequent  review 
by  all  town  boards  and  departments.  Town  Counsel,  and  the  voters.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
QUABBIN  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 


1992/93  SCHOOL  YEAR 

The  1992-93  school  year  was  a  time  during  which  the  schools  addressed  a  series  of 
universal  concerns  relative  to  the  education  of  our  children.  One  major  area  of  concern  was  (is) 
the  serious  health  concerns  facing  our  children.  In  an  attempt  to  address  serious  and  often 
controversial  health  issues,  an  eighteen  member  community  advisory  team  was  established.  Its 
membership  included  parents,  teachers,  administrators,  counselors,  commimity  members,  clergy 
and  medical  personnel.  The  advisory  committee  was  charged  with  the  task  of  developing  a 
comprehensive  K-12  health  education  curriculiun.  Over  the  course  of  many  months  and 
countless  meetings,  the  advisory  committee  sent  a  comprehensive  health  education  program 
proposal  to  the  Quabbin  School  Committee  for  its  approval.  The  program  was  approved  and 
has  created  the  framework  around  which  health  services  and  education  will  be  delivered  within 
the  schools  of  the  Quabbin  District. 

In  addition,  in  an  effort  to  support  the  idea  that  our  children  need  a  greater  appreciation 
for  cultural  diversity  and  an  opportunity  to  use  new  technologies,  the  School  Committee  voted 
to  include  in  the  7-12  curriculum  a  course  on  Latin  American  studies  and  a  media  productions 
course.  While  the  idea  of  teaching  our  children  about  cultural  diversity  and  the  opportimity  to 
have  hands-on  experience  with  new  technologies  had  always  been  embraced,  little  until  this  past 
year  had  been  done  to  expand  the  curriculiun  to  include  such  opportunities.  Grant  funds  were 
used  to  support  the  establishment  of  these  two  new  courses  of  study  at  the  high  school. 

Perhaps  even  more  important  than  the  addition  of  the  programs  previously  noted,  the 
Quabbin  Regional  School  District  Committee  took  a  large  step  toward  improving  educational 
opportunities  for  all  children  when  it  voted  to  create  and  administratively  support  the  concept 
of  a  middle  school,  i.e.,  a  specialized  program  for  students  in  grades  7  and  8,  that  will  provide 
students  at  this  age  level  with  educational  opportunities  specifically  geared  to  their  needs. 

While  modifications  in  the  curriculum  were  approved,  the  schools  continued  to  feel  the 
stress  of  increased  student  enrollments  across  the  district.  In  response  to  these  enrollment 
increases,  residents  in  the  Quabbin  District  voted  to  approve  and  debt-exclude  the  construction 
of  a  new  elementary  school  in  New  Braintree,  and  a  major  addition/renovation  project  at  the 
Middle  School/High  School,  onstruction  documents  for  both  projects  have  been  submitted  to 
the  State  Department  of  Education.  Pending  state  grant  funding,  students  at  the  Middle 
School/High  School  will  remain  on  "double  sessions"  and  some  elementary  students  in  New 
Braintree  will  continue  to  be  housed  in  the  town  hall  in  that  community.  Hopefully,  funding  at 
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the  state  level  for  school  building  projects  will  be  sufficient  in  FY95  to  ensure  the  funding  of  these 
two  badly  needed  projects. 

Due  to  the  completion  of  state  audits  on  the  Ruggles  Lane  and  Oakham  School 
elementary  building  projects,  the  towns  of  Barre  and  Oakham  have  had  their  building 
construction  assessment  reduced  by  $120,000  and  $34,000,  respectively.  Such  decreases  will  help 
to  reduce  the  tax  burden  for  school  building  projects  in  both  towns. 

Also,  during  March  of  1992,  the  Massachusetts  Secretary  of  Education,  Piedad 
Robertson,  visited  the  schools  within  the  district.  Her  visit  was  welcomed  and  provided  the  staff 
and  students  with  the  opportunity  to  show  the  secretary  some  of  our  exceptional  school 
programs. 

Like  the  previous  school  year,  the  1992-93  school  year  was  plagued  with  rumor  and 
concern  regarding  the  Educational  Reform  movement  stirring  on  Beacon  Hill.  This  uncertainty 
once  again  left  town  and  school  officials  without  clear  directions  as  to  how  schools  would  be 
governed  and/or  financed.  Unfortunately,  the  Reform  Act  was  not  passed  and  signed  into  law 
until  mid-June,  1993.  Thus,  school  and  town  budgets  remained  uncertain  well  into  the  FY94 
fiscal  year.  The  specifics  of  the  Reform  Legislation  will  be  implemented  over  the  next  three  to 
five  years,  and  will  hopefully  produce  the  positive  results  which  we  all  desire.  Most  assuredly, 
our  children  deserve  nothing  less. 

In  conclusion,  the  face  of  public  education  is  changing,  and  our  collective  enthusiasm  and 
commitment  to  positive  change  for  improvement  will  leave  an  indelible  mark  on  the  children 
within  the  Quabbin  community.

School  year  92/93  found  us  actively  working  as  a  community  to  solve  the 
problems  of  large  class  sizes  and  limited  funds.  Fund  raising  efforts  were  initiated  by  a 
group  of  concerned  citizens  to  hire  an  additional  second  grade  teacher.  Thanks  to  the  hard 
work  of  this  group  and  generosity  of  the  community  we  were  able  to  afford  the  transfer  of 
Elizabeth  Stem  from  classroom  aide  to  a  full  time  second  grade  teacher.  This  move 
allowed  us  to  reduce  the  size  of  our  second  grade  classes  from  38  in  one  class  to  two 
classes  of  16. 

Parent  and  community  volunteers  assisted  us  daily.  Major  areas  of  volunteer 
involvement  were:  operation  of  primary  and  intermediate  libraries,  assistance  with  the 
computer  lab,  classroom  assistance,  and  special  project/function  assistance.  In  total,  over 
sixty  individuals  were  involved  with  school  volunteer  work  during  the  year. 

The  co-operative  science  venture  of  Worcester  Polytech  and  Oakham  Center 
School,  "The  Science  Connection",  continued  to  grow.  Under  the  leadership  of  project 
co-ordinator,  Barbara  Granger,  Professor  James  Dittami  of  WPI,  and  Kyle  Carey  of  the 
Oakham  Center  School,  the  Connection  was  expanded  to  include  5  Worcester  Schools 
and  a  new  Science  Lab  was  created  at  the  Hubbardston  Center  School. 

The  community  and  school  staff  continued  to  supplement  the  curriculum  with 
"special"  activities.  Community  Reading  Day,  sponsored  by  the  Alliance  for  Education, 
provided  us  with  eleven  guest  readers  and  1 1  new  books  for  our  library.  Mrs.  Denise  Fiske 
organized  a  Saturday  trip  to  Boston  for  a  New  England  Aquarium  harbor  tour  aboard  the 
Doc  Edgerton.  Fire  Chief  Randy  Packard  brought  "Smokey  the  Bear"  to  our  students  as 
part  of  our  school  wide  fire  safety  program.  Postmaster  Geri  Reavey  allowed  several  of 
our  students  to  assume  the  role  of  "Postmaster  for  an  Hour"  at  the  Oakham  Post  Office. 
Jim  Dittami  hosted  a  day  trip  to  Worcester  Tech  for  the  students  of  grades  4  and  5  while 
Dawn  Thistle  provided  a  similar  experience  for  grades  3  &  4  with  a  trip  to  Holy  Cross. 
These  and  other  activities  provided  our  students  with  a  variety  of  educational 
opportunities  at  little  or  no  cost  to  the  school  system. 

As  we  look  forward  to  next  year  we  are  hopeful  that  School  Reform  will  provide 
us  with  stable  funding  and  the  tools  necessary  to  bring  about  improvement  in  the  way  we 
teach  our  children.  As  always,  the  Oakham  Center  will  strive  to  provide  high  quality 
education  for  all  of  our  students.

PRINCIPAL’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 
1 992-1 993 


Rapidly  increasing  student  enrollment  continued  to  shrink  the  size  of  the  facility  during  the 
1992-1993  school  year  as  Quabbin  welcomed  200  students  to  grade  7  while  graduating 
only  121  from  grade  12.  The  Building  Needs  Study  Committee,  whose  membership 
comes  from  the  five  towns  as  well  as  administrators  from  both  the  building  level  and  the 
centraL  office,  addressed  severe  overcrowding  with  its  submission  to  the  Department  of 
Education  of  architectural  drawings  for  a  $20,000,000  addition-renovation  to  Quabbin. 
When  the  building  project  is  complete,  Quabbin  will  be  able  to  accommodate  the  1600- 
1800  students  the  demographer’s  project  will  be  on  the  doorstep.  The  new  fadlity  will 
also  accommodate  the  need  to  physically  separate  the  middle  and  high  s^ooi 
populations.  Completion  of  this  project  will  also  result  in  Quabbin  having  state  of  the  art 
technology  as  we  enter  the  21st  century. 

An  increase  in  state  aid  via  "Per  Pupil  Grant  Money"  was  invested  in  the  expansion  of 
Quabbin’s  limited  technology  base.  The  purchase  of  video  production  and  editing 
equipment  enabled  the  Media  Center  to  offer  a  year  long  Media  Production  course. 
Students  and  staff  members  worked  with  United  Video  so  Quabbin  is  now  able  to  do  live 
broadcasts  from  the  school.  As  a  result,  community  members  were  able  to  enjoy  Senior 
High  and  Grade  8  graduation  ceremonies  in  the  comfort  of  their  living  rooms.  Other 
additions  in  this  area  included  CD/Rom  disk  drive  and  the  "TOM"  index  to  periodicals. 
Quabbin  students  can  now  join  the  new  generation  of  researchers  as  they  turn  to  a  data 
base  rather  than  the  time  honored  Reader’s  Guide.  One  final  purchase  included  single 
Macintosh  and  IBM  computers  for  academic  departments.  While  this  gives  only  limited 
computer  access  to  faculty  members.  It  certainly  represents  a  small  step  in  the  right 
direction. 

Curriculum  development  during  the  1992-1993  school  year  focused  on  interdisciplinary 
initiatives.  The  Art  and  Science  Departments  sponsored  the  "DaVind  Artists";  the  English 
and  Sodal  Studies  Departments  completed  initial  planning  for  an  American  Studies 
Program;  Home  Economics  and  Physical  Education  collaborated  on  the  creation  of  a 
Sports  Nutrition  Program;  Foreign  Language  worked  with  Sodal  Studies  on  the 
implementation  of  a  Latin  American  Studies  Program;  and  Technology  Education  initiated 
a  physics  based  Prindples  of  Technology  course.  The  Music  Department,  once  again, 
worked  with  Pro  Musica  to  produce  the  much  acdaimed  production  Do  Patent  Leather 
Shoes  Really  Reflect  Up?  Cadets  in  the  NJROTC  unit  benefitted  from  the  program 
expansion  which  induded  several  out  of  state  trips,  a  Mini-Boot  Camp,  and  involvement 
In  national  academic  competition.  The  Mathematics  Department  focused  on  the  National 
Coundl  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics  Standards  which  suggest  the  programmatic 
integration  of  the  teaching  of  mathematics  and  real  life  applications.  Business  Education 
reached  out  to  community  leaders  for  support  in  developing  both  a  Marketing  course  and 
Junior  Achievement  Program. 
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At  the  middle  school  faculty  members  concluded  a  three  year  process  of  investigation  into 
and  development  of  a  Team  Teaching  initiative.  As  a  result,  all  Incoming  grade  7 
students  will  be  assigned  to  an  academic  team  comprised  of  an  English,  Social  Studies, 
Mathematics,  Science,  Reading  and  Special  Education  teacher. 

Quabbin  students  continued  to  shine  during  the  1 992-1 993  school  year.  Members  of  the 
graduating  Class  of  1993  represented  the  highest  percentage  (79%)  of  students  pursuing 
a  two  or  four  year  college  degree.  Grade  12  students  also  demonstrated  great  proficiency 
In  the  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Test.  In  Science  63%  of  the  students 
scored  at  the  top  proficiency  levels;  in  Writing  45%  of  the  students  reached  the  top  level; 
in  Social  Studies  42%;  and  in  Mathematics  38%  of  the  students  reached  this  level. 

The  financial  support  of  the  All  Sports  Booster  Club  and  the  Wrestling  Boosters  enabled 
Quabbin  to  continue  fielding  teams.  The  1992-1993  school  year  posed  a  special 
challenge  as  Quabbin  teams  moved  up  from  Division  C  to  Division  B  in  the  Mldland- 
Wachusett  League.  Increased  competition  did  not,  however,  daunt  our  athletes  who 
captured  the  District  E  Boys’  Soccer  Championship,  the  Midland-Wachusett  League 
Wrestling  Championship,  the  Midland-Wachusett  League  Golf  Championship,  and  the 
Midland-Wachusett  League  Field  Hockey  Championship. 

With  the  conclusion  of  the  1992-1993  school  year  Quabbin  ended  its  last  year  on 
"regular"  sessions.  Students  will  return  to  double-sessions  in  September,  1993.  At  this 
overcrowding  juncture  your  continued  support  becomes  more  Important  with  each  passing 
day.  With  the  continued  support  of  our  communities,  I  am  confident  that  the  addition- 
renovation  project  will  move  forward  swiftly  eliminating  the  undesirable  double-sessions 
we  have  been  forced  to  adopt  in  the  interim.  From  the  Quabbin  faculty  and  staff  I  extend 
a  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  our  fine  communities  who  continue  to  support  our 
efforts  to  be  a  school  of  excellence.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


The  Assessors  office  has  been  running  with  a  Board  of  two 
members  rather  than  three  because  of  a  vacancy  created  when 
no  one  took  out  nomination  papers  at  the  last  election. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  property  values  have  decreased  slightly 
in  the  past  year,  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  Department 
of  Revenue  decided  to  lower  the  values  on  residences  by  9% 
for  fiscal  1993  which  will  bring  us  more  in  line  with  sales 
figures. 

Tax  bills  were  mailed  out  in  October  thus  creating  an  early 
cash  flow  for  the  Town  preventing  the  need  to  borrow  money  to 
pay  for  salaries  and  municipal  bills.
